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One Boat, 50 Years, a Thousand Memories

In 1967, Bob Brack could not have anticipated that 
for the next 50 years he would return season upon season 
to the waters of Buzzards Bay aboard the same sailboat. 

As David Kaiser of the Mattapoisett Boat Yard 
knows, most boat owners who spend any amount of 
leisure time with boats will go through several boats in a 
lifetime - not just one. 

But Brack's love for his 19-foot Sailstar Corinthian

purchased in 1967 is much more than a passion for sailing 
- it is the tangible evidence of his love for family. 

As a boy. Brack spent summers motor boating 
in the waters in and around Parkwood Beach, Wareham. 
"We had a family cottage there. My father had a small 
outboard," Brack recalled. 

Years later, it would be a suggestion by his first 
wife Joan that would inspire the latent sailor. Brack 
remarked to her, "I don't want to golf." He wanted 
something that would give the family time together. She 
said, "Why not take up sailing?" Thus began a lifetime of 
experiencing the joy of being with family and sailing. 

As he sits on the back porch of his historic home 
located on Water Street in Mattapoisett, Brack looks out 
at the cerulean harbor and seems awestruck that 50 years 
have indeed passed. 

Brack tells his story of a man, one boat, and a 
thousand memories. 

The first boat Brack purchased was an 11-foot 
O'Day Sprite. "A close friend taught me how to sail." That 
friend was John Flood who would become his sailing 
partner for many many years. "It had a mainsail and a jib, 
but I worried the children might get frightened," he said, 
given that the O'Day could at times be unstable in choppy 
water, "I wanted them to have a good experience." 

Brack acquired the Sailstar he named Embarker in 
1967. The family business was in steel, and the business 
was called Barker Steel. Barker is also Brack's middle 
name, so naming the boat Embarker was a play on words 
of sorts. Embarker was a boat that Brack believed would be 
more stable, a reasonable consideration given the moody 
nature of Buzzards Bay. "At two o'clock the air changes.

you know," he chuckled. 

Carl Alberg created the Sailstar in 1966. Alberg 
(1900-1986) was a prolific boat designer well known 
in sailing circles, having designed 56 different types 
of sailboats especially crafted for Buzzards Bay and 
surrounding bodies of water. 

Brack describes his boat this way: "It has a full 
keel, draws three feet. It's the keel that gives it stability, 
so when the wind kicks up, the boat won't go over - it 
leans." 

November 1967 his children began learning 
the ropes, thus the adventures of a lifetime followed. 

He recalled one particular season when they sailed an 
amazing 29 times, respectful of weather conditions but 
sailing nonetheless. 

And then there were the end-of-season rituals. 
Sailing the boat back from Wareham where it was moored 
from 1967 until 1987 into Mattapoisett Harbor for the 
winter haul-out at the Mattapoisett Boat Yard he called 
a "right-of-passage" for his children. That trip. Brack 
said, almost always took place over the Columbus Day 
weekend. 

Except for one year when he and his oldest child 
Ginny sailed it back through bitter cold conditions just 
before Thanksgiving 1977. 

"The boat was at Parkwood Beach. The Sunday 
before Thanksgiving it was blowing twenty knots, it 
was thirty-five degrees, but I had to get the boat back to

Mattapoisett," Brack recalled. He said he knew that the 
boatyard would still have a launch running, but he called 
ahead anyway to ensure, ''...someone would be there to 
get us off the boat. . ." 

"The wind was coming off the west. We tacked in 
from Angelica Point ... it was cold . . . we were wet . . . we 
loved it," Brack remembers with a meaningful chuckle. 
Debarking from the boat, Ginny turned to her father and 
said, "Now that was a whizzer!" 

"When you sail, you have to think safety," Brack 
said. He knows how unforgiving Buzzards Bay can 
be, lessons learned first hand through the decades. "It 
takes your mind off everything.... You are focused on 
the changing winds and tides." He has instilled a very 
healthy respect for the ocean in his family through sailing. 
He said oftentimes the swells in Buzzards Bay are a very 
choppy 4 feet high. "The kids loved it!" 

Brack's sailing experiences are not confined to the 
joys of sailing exclusively with family. In 1987, he became 
a partner, along with friends Jack Noble and John Flood, 
in a racing yacht, winning the Marion Bermuda Race, the

highly regarded 645-mile race testing sailor against self, 
weather conditions, and other sailors. No doubt that was 
a ''whizzer" too. 

Also beginning in 1987, for the next 25 years 
Brack would participate in the Buzzards Bay Regatta as 
well. 

On Monday, June 12, Brack's beloved sailboat 
was launched for the fiftieth time. The memories of all the 
previous seasons docked in his mind, image after image, 
year after year with the voices of his children floating up 
from the froth of time calling, "Dad, I want to go sailing." 

"Fm at that point where the kids won't let me 
boat alone," Brack dryly announced, although he had 
often sailed alone up until just three years ago. He hopes 
to find someone who is willing to sail alongside him, 
someone with general sailing experience and, of course, a 
love for being out on Buzzards Bay. 

Monday morning Brack was joined by his son, 
Ken. Together the two repeated what had been done for 
50 years now after Embarker was lowered onto the water's 
surface and fastened to the dock. Father and son moved 
together in motions they have done side by side for years 
and will continue to do so this fiftieth year. It was the 
hottest day yet of the year and a group had gathered to 
witness this golden anniversary of the annual launching 
of Embarker. 

"It's very, very, very special," said former 
Mattapoisett Boatyard owner Art McLean, who had been 
assisting Brack with his sailboat every year. Art's wife 
Alberta accompanied the group, snapping pictures with 
her phone. "This is probably the only boatyard who's had 
the same customer with the same boat for fifty years." 

"Here's to another fifty!" shouted out David 

Kaiser.

An Island Adventure for OHS Sixth Graders

Old Hammondtown School's sixth grade classes 
boarded the Cuttyhunk Ferry docked at the working 
waterfront in New Bedford on June 12 for an island 
adventure. 

More perfect weather for crossing Buzzards 
Bay would have been impossible to imagine. And 
what awaited the 72 students on the other side was an 
experiential learning opportunity on an island steeped in 
history. 

A partnership between the Mattapoisett Land 
Trust, OFIS, Massachusetts Audubon Society members. 
Woods Hole Research Center, experts in natural history, 
archeology, and marine science, along with Cuttyhunk' s 
one-room elementary school teacher Michelle Carvalho 
came together to create the one-day educational 
extravaganza. 

It was also a great experience for the two students 
who call Cuttyhunk home and attend the only surviving 
one-room school house in Massachusetts: Gwen and 
Carter Lynch. The Lynches have been engaged with the 
OHS students through virtual classroom programs and 
have been attending OHS several days per month. The 
Lynches' grandmother lives in Marion where they stay 
when on the mainland. 

For the one-day event, positioned throughout 
the island were stations where educators engaged the 
students in experiments or gave them insights in different 
types of island history. 

Andrea Higgins and Chris Walz from the 
Audubon Society took groups of students to Tower Hill

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and other vantage points to observe how birds make a 
living on the island. Local resident and diver Dale Lynch 
(Gwen and Carter's uncle) discussed shipwrecks near 
Cuttyhunk and showed them recovered 'treasures' he has 
found during dives. 

Other stations along the shore featured geologist 
Dave Twichell who explained how the island was formed 
from glaciers some 20,000 years ago, and how sand moves 
in and around the island. 

A few yards away Wendy Copps, a Mattapoisett 
resident, coastal scientist, and MLT member, 
demonstrated the power of wave action by having the 
children heave grapefruits and tennis balls into the surf 
and then time their return to shore. 

There was island resident Allie Thurston 
describing early human settlement on the island, and 
Hilllary Sullivan of Woods Hole Research Center teaching 
the students how scientific testing is performed in salt 
marshes. 

And then there was the great quahog-shucking 
lesson where kids tried their best to open the mollusks. 
Seth Garfield and his team from Cuttyhunk Shell Fish 
Farms demonstrated the technique and told the kids how 
the bivalves are farmed off coastal waters. Those brave 
enough to sample the shellfish showed off to their fellow 
classmen. A collective "Ew!" was occasionally elicited. 

But the glue that brought this day of fun and 
learning together was attributed to one person, a single

force of creative imagination and organizational skills 
combined with a keen eye on educational details: the 
island's teacher. Ellen Flynn, education chairman for the 
MET, said, "Michelle [Carvalho] was the one that brought 
most of this together." 

Cuttyhunk's one-room school house was built 
in 1873 and as the OHS students sat in the cozy space 
learning about birds of prey, they got a sense of what it's 
like being a kid on such a small island. 

OHS science teacher Ben Squire said it was 
important for the Lynch children to feel connected and 
less isolated; thus, having the opportunity to stay on the 
mainland from time to time was critical to their social 
development. Of the day's adventure, he added, "What a 
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great trip ... [and] good presenters." 

The students were also very pleased. 

Grace Pickwick said she enjoyed learning 
about nesting birds, as did Corinna Robert. Brady 
Weglowski liked exploring Lookout Park. Eva Barrows 
was impressed with the shipwreck presentation. Julia 
Downey's favorite part were the experiments in the 
saltmarsh, while for Kyle McCullough and Philip-le- 
Gannick it was learning about wave action. 

The collective effort of the entire Cuttyhunk 
community can't be overstated, however. The residents 
came out in force, providing golf cart transport for those 
needing a little help, insight into daily life on an island, 
and the warmest of welcomes to the students and faculty 
members. 

As the ferry pushed away from the island dock, 
the residents gathered with Gwen and Carter as they 
waved goodbye to their visitors. Then the Lynch kids 
jumped off the dock in a ceremonial bon voyage splash 
that translates to ". . .come back again soon. . ."

Privilege Stickers Free for Over 70

Beginning January 2018, residents of Rochester 
age 70 or over can receive free of charge a Town of 
Rochester privilege sticker for access to amenities such 
as beaches and parking in the Towns of Marion and 
Mattapoisett.

constructing new fields that meet current regulations. 
T.U.R.R has given a similar presentation to the selectmen 
of Marion and Rochester, and also gave a brief overview 
of their vision during the Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen 
meeting recently. 

And the problem is not just the fields, McCoy 
said. The lighting is inadequate for evening events, there 
is no press box, no restrooms, and the fields themselves 
could be dangerous due to their uneven grade and 
drainage issues. McCoy pegged the construction of four 
new fields - two of natural grass and two constructed of 
synthetic turf - at $5 million. 

Rood, Flynn, and McCoy suggested that 
community sporting teams and other paying customers 
could help to offset the expense. They said that although 
the grounds were located on the school property, the 
fields are really more than just for students; they are also 
for the entire tri-town community. They suggested that 
the paying community teams such as youth football and 
soccer would ease the financial burden. 

But the three Mattapoisett selectmen believed 
the responsibility of footing the bill sat squarely with the 
school district. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer asked the team, ''Why 
can't the school just make this work through a bond?" He 
said, "I can't support the town bonding this . . . but the 
school can do it. ... If they make this a business case, I can 
support that . . . but as a town official, I won't support a 


$1.5 million bond.... The school has to." 

Collyer continued, "I can't support a blank check 
for $1.7 million and then the revenues go back to the 
[school] district." 

Selectman Paul Silva was a bit exasperated as he 
said, "You expect to get money out of the budget when 
you had to expand School Choice, and there is a $10 
million OPEB?" 

Flynn said, "We are not here to support the school 
committee. It's a community project. We don't want to get 
involved with the budget process of three towns." 

Collyer responded, "There are different ways to 
make a business case for this. But I can't support this if it's 
going to increase our assessment." He asserted that the 
project was a school project that needed to be managed by 
the school and the athletic department. 

Silva said, "It's a school committee issue, you 
can't separate that out. It's a high school thing." 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said a project 
of this scope needed to go through capital planning if the 
town was going to accept it as an expense. But he also 
said that any expiring debt would be directed towards 
other pressing needs such as a new firehouse and town 
hall. 

Selectman Tyler Macallister said, "The school 
committee and the school will have to come to us and 
say, 'This is how we are going to fund this.' It's one 
hundred percent on the school committee. They first need 
to identify the needs of the school and then ancillary 
programs." 

The discussion, which lasted more than an hour, 
concluded with the T.U.R.F. team promising to return 
with more financial details and data on usage. 

Gagne said that on June 28 at 6:30 pm in the 
ORRHS auditorium, the residents are invited to attend an 
informational presentation on the upcoming repairs and 
improvements to Water Street, Beacon Street, and Main 
Street. He said residents will be asked for their input and 
all are welcome. 

This dovetailed with earlier discussions about 
safety plans at the bike path crossings on Mattapoisett 
Neck Road and Brandt Island Road, as well as the 
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development of a ''Complete Street" Project. 

Of the safety plans, Gagne said consultants VHB 
will submit cost estimates for the installation of warning 
lights with sensory activation features next week. Silva 
thanked Bonne DeSousa for her work on researching 
solutions for the bicycle crossings and the board accepted 
her plans for further development. 

Police Chief Mary Lyons shared data collected 
from radar speed feedback signs. The data seemed to 
indicate that when motorists realize they are exceeding 
the speed limit, many slowed down. 

Staying on the theme of streets, Gagne said 
SRPEDD representative Bob Bergman has agreed to take 
on the drafting of a Complete Street project along with 
Planning Board Administrator Mary Crain. 

And finally, Gagne said that work on sidewalks 
along the south side of Route 6 from the Fairhaven line to 
Main Street was going well. 

Alan Decker of the Buzzards Bay Coalition asked 
and received the support of the Board of Selectmen for 
a conservation restriction for the Roy Hawkes property 
for the protection of drinking water owned by the Town 
of Marion. Eleven acres of the property are located in 
Mattapoisett. The selectmen agreed. 

Decker also received authorization to seek a 
grant for the Old Hammondtown Quarry property. A 
grant sought over the winter months from the National 
Parks Services failed to meet guidelines. The state grant. 
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Decker explained, was part of the Massachusetts Local 
Acquisition for Natural Diversity known simply as 
LAND. The selectmen authorized Gagne to work with 
Decker. 

Gagne told the selectmen that the Marine 
Advisory Board and the harbormaster have completed 
the new waterways rules and regulations. Those will be 
posted on the town's website for public review over a ten- 
day comment period and then implemented as of July 1. 

Earlier in the evening, the selectmen welcomed on 
board new Assistant Harbormaster Robert Clavin. They 
also gave Linda Burke a Certificate of Appreciation for her 
many years of service in the children's department of the 
Mattapoisett Public Library. Retiring music instructor Jim 
Farmer also received a certificate for his years of service, 
and William Field received a certificate for his artistic 
talents used for the annual refurbishment of the swordfish 
art installation at the town wharf. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for July 11 at 6:30 pm in the town 
hall conference room. 

Dupont Drive Drainage Issues 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

In one of the last meetings in his long career of 
volunteerism, Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
Chairman Bob Rogers had to recuse himself from one 
of the hearings due to a conflict of interest. Filling the 
void after a procedural vote was Mike King, long-time 
commission member. It would be over an hour before 
Rogers would be able to return to the meeting. 

Coming before the board was Michael Koska 
of Koska & Associates of Bridgewater, representing 
real estate developers Rocco DiNanno & Sons and John 
Gregorio. 

Koska was seeking conditions for two Notice of 
Intent filings for property located on Dupont Drive in the 
Brandt Island neighborhood. As he explained the latest 
plans for building on the three lots, Koska detailed the 
complexities of constructing septic systems and drinking 
wells. 
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King was quick to point out that the 
commission's purview extended only as far as the 
Wetlands Protection Act, and that any issues or concerns 
related to those elements were under Board of Health 
oversight. King also said that the property in question 
was "non-jurisdictional." 

When King opened the hearing to public 
comment, however, those aspects of the project were 
exactly what the abutters wanted to talk about. 

Robert Gale, 12 Dupont Drive, complained that 
the raised septic system was creating a dirt wall he had 
to look at, and that stormwater runoff was increasing on 
his property. He cited Massachusetts law with respect 
to septic systems and questioned how a percolation test 
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in October "after a long drought" met regulations that 
seemed to indicate testing was to have taken place in 
April. King deadpanned, "That is in the purview of the 
Board of Health." 

Gale pressed on, asking, "Who can we talk to 
about this?" King replied, "Dale Barrows, the Board of 
Health." 

Koska tried to explain that the raised septic 
system planned for lot 51 would result in only an 
elevation of 30 inches, and that a grass swale could be 
constructed to divert runoff away from Gale's property. 

Gale continued in his questioning of the 
appropriateness of the septic system a mere 4 feet from his 
property line and also worried about contamination to his 
fresh well water. King again said his concerns needed to 
be lodged with the Board of Health, the permitting agency 
for the systems. 

Lisa Winsor of 1 Dupont Drive also voiced deep 
concerns. "I question how things are being looked at," she 
began, "...The proposed septic is going to alter runoff into 
the cove." 

King responded, "Relative to this project, the 
scope of this project is not going to hurt the neighbors." 

He said the Department of Environmental Protection had 
not documented any issues with the project. 

Winsor asked about the stream that ran through 
the property. King said there wasn't a stream, asserting, 
"There is no jurisdictional stream on the property. ... 
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We've taken up forty-five minutes in non-jurisdictional 
issues." 

In the end, the NOI for lot 51 was conditioned for 
development with the inclusion of a grass swale. 

Then came the other two lots: 61 and 62. 

Koska described the project as a single-family 
home that would combine the two lots and that pending 
were comments from the BOH regarding the septic 
system. 

Gale had more questions about potential 
stormwater issues. King said drainage issues were of a 
long-standing nature and were a result of poor design 
engineering from previous decades. 

King said, "We have no reason not to condition 
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the project. If DEP gets involved, we've lost all control." 

Winsor continued to object and insisted that 
runoff would be a problem, especially from fertilizers 
used on lawns. Koska said they would accept a condition 
that no fertilizer be used on the property. The project was 
conditioned with that stipulation. 

Rogers returned for the balance of the 
commission's meeting. 

Mark Manganello of EEC Environmental 
representing William Poutsiaka, 4 Maple Street, presented 
a vegetation management plan to mitigate landscaping 
activities that had come to the attention of Conservation 
Agent Elizabeth Leidhold. 

Manganello explained that the Poutsiakas had 
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been unaware of the need to seek prior approval and were 
apologetic via a letter he read aloud that had been penned 
by Poutsiaka. The Poutsiakas were seeking approval to 
remove invasive species and re-plant native varieties. The 
NOI was conditioned including a three-year monitoring 
period. 

Also coming before the commission were Ken 
Motta of Field Engineering for seawall repairs to property 
owned by Donna Downey, 16 Water Street, and Stephen 
Wry of Land Planning for tree removal on property 
owned by Clifford Lange, 4 Split Road Lane. Both projects 
were conditioned. 

The commissioners also signed an agreement to 
accept a conservation restriction that will be held by the 
Town of Marion for property located near Wolf Island 
Road situated along Branch Brook. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission will be held on June 26 at 6:30 
pm in the Mattapoisett Town Liall conference room. 


Board Throws Shade at Rochester Solar Farm

The Rochester Planning Board has nearly lost its 
patience with Meadowatt, EEC, the developer of a solar 
farm on Marion Road. 

On June 13, Chairman Arnold Johnson said the 
developer had promised to spread mulch in March and 
then again promised to in May, but now in mid-June the 
mulch has still not been put down. And although the 
developer did mow and weed-whack the site the day 
prior as requested, which according to the plan must be 
done bi-weekly, Johnson said the site is still not up to 
snuff. 

The board decided it was time for a letter from 
town counsel giving Meadowatt five final working days 
to finish the work or else it would authorize town counsel 
to move forward with revoking some funds from the 
maintenance bond to solicit the services of a landscaper. 

Planning Board member Ben Bailey voted against 
allowing another five days for compliance, saying, 
"Somebody's got to say 'No,'" but the motion carried. 
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"By our next meeting we'll be done, one way or 
another," said Johnson. And if the site is not up to the 
plan and funds run out of the maintenance bond, the 
Town will place a tax lien on the property 

In other matters, the board visited 241 New 
Bedford Road, the site of a ground-mounted solar array 
and found the work complies with the conditions of the 
board's decision, including observations made by the 
Town's engineer Ken Motta. Johnson said crushed stone 
has been spread along the access roads and a pipe that ran 
between the wetlands and the bog has been removed as 
requested. 

"I think that based on what we observed today, 
the project is constructed in compliance with the plan," 
said Johnson. "I think I'd entertain a motion to say that 
we're done with this and that we can send a letter ... to 
the building inspector that the conditions of our decision 
have been complied with." 

The public hearing for Wellspring Farms located 
at 42 Hiller Road was continued until the next meeting 
at the request of the applicants' attorney, although the 
board engaged abutters in a lengthy conversation about 
goings-on at the property, as well as abutters' continuing 
complaints. 

Abutters said they find three continuance 
requests excessive, and Bailey commented that he finds 
the applicant uncooperative, prompting him to come 
down hard on the Vogels for "not being good neighbors." 



Johnson clarified that the board could "not make 
the process as difficult as possible" for the Vogels as Bailey 
put it; rather, the board could issue a "tight decision." 

Abutter Cathy Mendoza said she thinks the 
neighbors have been acting "spiteful" and abutters are 
"disappointed that [the Vogels have] been allowed to 
manipulate the process to this extent." 

Other abutters continued to air their complaints 
and the board heard their descriptions of fence locations, 
setbacks, and encroachments on abutting properties, as 
well as history of abutters' interactions with the Vogels in 
the absence of the applicants. 

Abutters welcomed the board to visit their 
properties, in particular on Tuesdays when the business 
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is alleged to be at peak operation, to witness what they 
experience. 

Johnson said he hopes that by the next meeting 
the Vogels will have made some progress towards 
satisfying the board's orders so the matter can move 
forward and a resolution reached. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board is scheduled for June 27 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall. 


7 went ahead and approved a garage the same night it 
closed the public hearing, which is something out of the 
ordinary for this particular ZB A. 

Instead of closing the public hearing and taking 
the matter under advisement for at least two weeks as 
it usually does, the board granted the Special Permit to 
Richard Lucas of 6 Allen Street for the construction of a 
two-car garage to be constructed after a smaller, older 
garage has been demolished. 

The proposed project did not expand upon the 
existing non-conformity of the footprint of the existing 
garage, as explained by architect Will Saltonstall.

"The Planning Board response is incorrect 
I believe," said Saltonstall. After further discussion, 
Saltonstall said, they determined that Site Plan Review 
does not apply to residential structures. "They realized 
their mistake but was too late to change their letter," said 
Saltonstall.

decision. 

Engineer Doug Schneider had explained that 
there was no plan to expand upon the house per se, 
simply allow for an addition of a deck.

Fundraiser to Simplify Back-to-School

Folks at Sippican School are hoping to raise a 
little money for extracurricular activities while making 
the back-to-school ritual for parents both easier and less 
expensive. 

The Marion School Committee on June 7 
approved a new fundraiser with "SchoolKidz," a 
subsidiary company of Staples, which allows parents to 
purchase the entire school supplies list for each grade 
level in one kit. 

Teachers from each grade submit their supplies 
list, as well as an additional "wish list" for extra optional 
classroom supplies such as tissues and other office-like 
teacher supplies to offset the teachers' costs.

Rising Freshmen Get a 'Step-Up'

Last week, what is hoped to be the first "Step- 
Up Day" of many to come was held at Old Rochester 
Regional High School. Students from the eighth grade at 
the junior high joined the rest of the current high school 
students to practice a run through of their academic 
schedules for next year. Over the course of two hours, 
ten-minute sessions were held of all eight periods of next 
semester, allowing classes to meet with their teachers and 
receive summer work in-person. 

In the past, students found out their schedules 
during the summertime via the school's online gradebook 
or during sessions with their guidance counselor. This 
year brought the introduction of the "Step-Up Day," 
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giving the classes and teachers a chance to prepare for the 
upcoming school year. 

"'The Step-Up Day was reminiscent of shopping 
periods at universities, and I liked it because everyone 
seemed a lot less anxious about their new classes," 
commented librarian Allison Barker. "I also appreciated 
the opportunity for the English teachers to hand out 
summer reading homework in person." 

With the exception of a few teachers who were 
either absent or positions that have not been filled yet, 
students were able to meet with teachers for classes. In 
some cases, this included course additions or position 
changes; for instance, M.J. Linane has taught history 
for the past ten years but will fill the position of the 
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technology teacher beginning next year. 

"It went pretty smoothly. I think it was a good 
idea generally," said Linane. "Personally, I had some 
trouble using the time most effectively because I had new 
preps and courses, but it was nice to be able to meet and 
converse with students." 

It was a general consensus among students that 
being able to see classes beforehand and understand the 
requirements of each course was beneficial, as it allowed 
time for last-minute schedule changes. Since the high 
school does not allow course switches after the end of the 
previous school year, the week between Step-Up Day and 
the beginning of finals meant that students could make 
more informed choices before it was too late.

To the Editor: 

I read with great interest the recent Letter 
to the Editor from Chris Collings concerning the 
spending habits of the Town of Marion. In particular, 

Mr. Collings describes the spending habits of the Town 
as ''uncontrolled." He lays the blame squarely on the 
use of "Free Cash," describing its use as "undisciplined 
behavior." 

Recognizing that the language of municipal 
government can be confusing, it would first be helpful to 
truly and accurately define this thing we call "free cash." 
It is a revenue source that results from the calculation, as 
of July 1st in any given year, of a community's remaining, 
unrestricted funds from its operations of the previous 
fiscal year based on the balance sheet as of June 30th. It 
typically includes actual receipts in excess of revenue 
estimates and unspent amounts in departmental budget 
line items for the fiscal year just ended, plus unexpended 
free cash from the previous year. 

Like most cities and towns, Marion uses free 
cash to support current-year operations. In fact, it is

One man placed his hand on my 
shoulder and just kept talking to me. Another brought me 
water. Still others brought me my purse, my lost shoe, and 
my glasses. And there were those who were helping the 
driver of the other vehicle, too. 

In an instant, police officers, fire fighters, and 
EMTs were on the scene. They got right to work cleaning 
up the debris, asking questions, administering first aid, 
and performing their jobs in a very professional manner. 
In what seemed like no time at all. Officer DiCarlo 
had collected all the necessary information, and I was 
informed when and where I could get the accident report. 

I then watched as the two vehicles were towed away. 

Ironically, a conversation I had earlier that 
morning centered on how quickly life can change and 
how each day you have to see the sun despite the clouds, 
hug your loved ones despite the disagreements, and be 
grateful for each moment you have because everything 
can change in an instant. 

I walked away from the accident with some 
bruises and a new appreciation for what can happen

Long Night in a Dead City. Starring Aidan Laliberte 
and Sarah Reed. Directed by Richard Griffin. Run- 
ning time: 75 minutes. No MPAA rating, but equiv- 
alent to R. Premiering at the Columbus Theatre in 
Providence on June 25 at noon. 

Are there such things as midnight movies 
any more? The Pawtucket, R.I. filmmaker Richard 
Griffin (Nun of That, Flesh for the Inferno, A Midsum- 
mer Night's Dream) has been making them for seven- 
teen years, and soon he will retire. That's a bummer, 
but his new and penultimate feature. Long Night in 
a Dead City, may be the midnight-est movie he's di- 
rected, and that's saying something. The film feels 
for all the world like a bittersweet farewell, in a way 
— it catches the melancholy but hopeful tone of a 
young man wandering around the city in its artsy 
prime, meeting strange but alluring people, winding 
up in a movie theater. It feels something like a glass 
of beer held aloft with damp eyes to the memory of 
Griffin's own young adulthood spent devouring and 
making art — it feels, to me, autobiographical. (The 
script is by Lenny Schwartz, veteran of several Grif- 
fin films and an accomplished playwright himself.) 

Of course, this being a Griffin film, there 
are the usual exploitation elements: sex, drugs, nu- 
dity, blood. I'd say rock and roll too, but the score, 
primarily by Mark Cutler, is a morose but uncanny 
solo-guitar riff that recalls Neil Young's fuzzbox 
sounds for Jim Jarmusch's Dead Man, among others. 
That guitar is like wind navigating slowly around 
gravestones. The general tone of Long Night speaks 
of mortality and regret. I'd have to peg it as one of 
Griffin's "serious" efforts, not a knowing what-the- 
hell-let's-party pastiche, although Griffin's many 
cinematic loves do inform the process here. The pho- 
tography, by John Mosetich, deals in the deep, bold 
primary colors found in the Italian horror/ thrillers 
that fed Griffin's head (I suspect the title, which used 
to be Satan's Children, is a nod to the industry that 
gave us films with such jawbreaker titles as 1972's 
Your Vice Is a Locked Room and Only I Have the Key). 



The narrative follows young Daniel (Aidan 
Laliberte), who wakes up on a cold, lonely street on 
New Year's Eve with his face showing evidence of a 
beating. He wanders around, looking for his brother. 
He encounters a variety of oddballs who seem to 
have stepped out of Eyes Wide Shut or, alternately. Af- 
ter Hours. Daniel eventually settles in, after a fashion, 
with an inviting young woman. Holly (Sarah Reed), 
who wants Daniel to make love to her at midnight. 
The reserved, frightened Laliberte and the witty, en- 
trancing Reed make a productively unstable couple 
for this gory ghost-town Before Sunrise. There's also 
a driver (Aaron Andrade) who could be a stand-in 
for Charon. The air seems charged with uncertainty, 
which for a vulnerable young man alone in a strange 
city can be exciting, or exciting in a bad way. Long 
Night is less about plot than about mood, the pos- 
sibility of salvation or damnation in every weird 
and allusive exchange. Griffin and Schwartz create a 
surreal tone poem about feeling lost and alone, on a 
quest to find family. 

I'm glad the title was changed; Satan's Chil- 
dren was a little too literal and might have raised ex- 
pectations of a more straightforward, evil-cult-based 
horror flick than we get here. Long Night in a Dead 
City — not very long, really, seventy-five minutes in- 
cluding end credits — evokes the actual elliptical ex- 
perience with far more grace. The movie is enthrall- 
ing — a successful entertainment — yet it's clear 
that Griffin is wearing his artist hat here, and his 
first concern isn't how many people get the movie or 
even see it. It's one of those films you used to be able 
to stumble across in the better mom-and-pop video 
stores ... or at a midnight screening. It will find its 
audience and satisfy that audience. Whether you 
find yourself in its appreciative following depends 
on how much of yourself you find in Daniel. Prob- 
ably by now you know how much or how little.
